The Canton Missionary Conference state the 
case with perfect frankness. Inn letter 
published in the newspapers a few days ago, 
they claim, in explicit terms, the right of in- 
tertering in Chinese judiciel procedure where 
native Christians ard the litigunts, They-con- 
tend, of cuurse, that this is done in the interests 
of justice, but for any foreigner to assume on’ 
his own sole authority to be the arbiter of what 
is just and ‘Rojust.in a Chinese quarrel, and 
* fusist”—for that is the word—ou the Chinese 
Magistrates dealing with. their own people in a 
sathority of we empire, and to ruduce its ad- 
ministration to chaos. ‘The Canton misgsion- 
aries basy their pretensions on the wonling of 
the American treaty, which provides that “those 
who> quietly profess and teach this doctriue 
shall ‘not be persecuted on account of their 
faith, und.that any Chinese convert who peace. 
ably teaches and practises the principles of 
christianity shall in no case be interfered with.” 
By « liveral interpretation of these words, the 
Canton missionaries appear to have persuaded

We. know also. that_the political aspirations 
of missions take higher flights. tuan’ the 
management of tribal touds whenever circum- 
stances favour them. ‘I'he, Jesuits in the 18th 
century plotted: to depose one Emperor and 
justal another, und thereby brought sbout the 
so-called persecution, andthe expulsion of all 
tuissionanes, “the Protestant missionaries in 
the 1th, espoused in a body the cause of the 
Taiping Rebellion. They huiled the movement 
as tne ~ Christian ingurreetion,” and did their 
best to encourage it and.to ingratiate themselves 
with its chief, who, however, refused to have 
aiything to say to them, and expelied them 
with viotune ; 

To this day the rebellion is.claimed as a 
triumph of missionary teuching. Mr. Arnold 
Foster, of Wachang, writes ina recent letter toy 
the Spectator :—" No.one who knows auything
